Every effort and scheme known to
politicians was brourht to bear upon
the delegates to induce them to name
another man, bat all the
failed. It was apparent
whom the delerates
wanted Melinley, and the delerates
could induced to violate the
wishes of their constituents.

Thut the people of this State were
pleased with the choice was made ev-
ident Ly the 12,000 spectators and vis-
itors wio gathered from all parts of
the Siate to attend the convention.
As soon as the name of Major McKin-
ley was mentioned in the convention
there was an outburst of applanse
thav surprised even the most ardent
admirers of Major McKinley. Nearly
every man, woman and echild in the
vast Liivonge arose at the mention of
the nawe of the Buckeye statesman
and for nearly five minutes shounted
and yelled and cheered. lats were
thrown in the air by the more enthus-
jastic, und for a time it scemed as if
the vast erowd had gone raving mad.

The contest was between the Re-
publicans who believed Shelby M.
Cullom should be honored as the
standard bearer in the presidential
contest by the people of this State, on
the one band, and the Repubiicans
who fuvored MeKinley on the other
Arrayed on the side of Senator Callom
was that organization known as the
Cook county “‘machine,” and a large
number of leading politicians and
state=men of Itlinois.  With him were
veteran politicians, who, in years
gone by, have engaged inmany a hard
fought political contest. They had to
aid them one of the wost perfeet po-
litical organizations that has ever
been formed 1 this State; but all
their plans went wrong.

While Senator Cullom and his back-
ers met defeat, they met it gracefully,
and at the conclusion of the conven-
tion there was not the slichtest ill
feelingr on their part towards the vie-
tors

A motion was made to lay the Me-
Kinley resolutions on the table, and
wasdefeated by a vote of 503 to 8532,

had ceased the following delegates-at-
large were elected: K. W, Patterson,
editor Chicaro Tribune; William Penn
Nixon, editor Inter Ocean, ex-Governor
Il I Oclesby of Elkhart, and ex-Gov-
ernor J. W. Fifer.
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TALK ON BATTLESHIPS.

Mr. Allen of Nebraska, Makes Some Big
Political Predictioas.

WasmingroN, May 2.-—The Senate
spent snother day on the naval appro-
priation bill withoat completing it.
Mr. Gorman further opposed the item
of four battleships and expressed the
opinion that the appropriations al-
ready made wonld consume the bal-
ance in the treasury. A determina-
tion of the number of battleships has
not ve! been reached. Mr. Chandler
has proposed substituting thirty large
and fast torpedo gunboats for two of
the battleships. Mr. White of Cali-
fornia, spoke of the need of coast de-
fense before further maval vessels
were built, and Mr. Allen of Nebraska
made a speech of over three hours ar-
raigning the two old parties.

Mr. Al?en predicted that the Repub-
lican party would be victorious at the
next national eleetion, and that the
Democratic party would go out of
power for a third of acentnury. Three
montlis hence, he said, there would be
a great bolt in the Democratic ranks,
one wing taking refuge in the Popu-
list party, and the rest becoming
“‘aold bugs.” Then turning to the
Repubiican party. dr. Allen acensed
it of “‘frying the fat™ out of protected
industries, and said that party, too,
would o out of power in 1900, giving
place 1o a party of the peovnie. Mr
Allen spoke until 4 o'cloclk, consuming
over three hours.

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SHAH OF PERSIA LLED.

Loxpox, May 2.—The shah of Persia
was assassinated by a fanatic this
afternoon just as he was about to en-

ter the inner ecourt of the shrine of |

Shah Abdul Azim, six miles north of
Teberan.

{'he assassin usad a revolver and
the first bollet proved the fatal one,
passing through the heart. The physi-
cian attached to the German legation
wius sent for in haste but before he
arrived the shah was deed.

In order to prevent public excite-
ment from becoming too high, the
first report sent out
shuh was only slightly wounded, but
an hour later it was officially an-
nounced that the wound had proved
fatal almost instantly, -

Immediately after the shah was shot
he was carried to his carriageand con-
veyed to the palace in
There he was attended by Dr. Thol-
gean, his chief physician, and other
physicians were hastily sent for. But
in spite of theirefforts his majesty ex-
pired soon after his arrival at the
palace, or at about 4 o'clock
afternoon.

The assassin, who was promptly ar-
rested, is said to be a sayid from Ker-
man or from the province of that
name. [t is believed the
has aceomplices.

The heir apparent, Muzaffer-ed-Din, |

was immediately advised of the assas-
sination of his father and will leave
Taubriz, where he was sojourning, for
Teheran as soon as possible.

THE SIHAH'S CARKER.

Shah Nasred-Din was born in 1820
and succecded his father, Muhammed
Shah, in 1848, being the fourth mon-
arch of the dynasty of the Kajars
He was proclaimed heir to the throne
some years prior to his accession, but
was abrent at Tabriz when his father
died and had to fight for his rights.

The lave Shah's first notable aet
was the suppression of a rebellion in
Khiorason and his next the extermina-
tion of the sect of the Babis by sword
and fire.

In 1355 England declared war
arninst Persia on account of the lat-
ter's sympathy with Russia in the Cri-
menn war and also by reason of the
ciep e of Herat a year earlier. After
a sucrt campaign under the eonduct
of Sir James Outram on the part of
the lnghish, the Persians we:re de-
teated and Herat evacuated. Since
that time the relations petween Eng-
land and Persin have been friendly
and the shalb’s disposition of the same
character, as his recent visit to Eng-
land wouid indicate. Nasred-Din had
¢ven previously visited Queen Victoria
i an amicable spirit and had toured
extensively on the continen$ as well.

In 1572 the Indo-European telegraph
line from London through Teheran
and on into India was opened and the
same ycnw a settlecrnent of the frontier
d fliculties between Persia and Khelat
was effected by Sir F. Goldsmid and
tie Seistan mission.

Nasred-Din was successful in most
of his wars, but it is upon the record
of his civil aets that his reputation
must rest.  He is universally econceded
to huve been a humane and intelligent
riler.

The new shah will be the eldest son
of the deceased, Muzafer-ed-Din. It is
interesting to note that it is within
the power of the Persian monarchs to
alter or overrule the existing law of
succession and to leave in disregard
the claims of the watural heir or any
other member of the family.
